Feels Negative Reply 
Might Be Dangerous 


HELSINKI, Mon day, March 1 ( JP) 
—Well-in formed circles said today 
Üiat Fin n ish Presiden t Ju ho Paasi- 
klv i su pports the sign in g of 
frien dship pact with Ru ssia. 
The 78 -year-old Presiden t was be­ 
liev ed to feel that a n egativ e reply 
to the Sov iet requ est wou ld cau se a 
dan gerou s aggrav ation in Ru ssian - 
Pln n ish relation s. 
He also was believ ed to feel that 
an affirmativ e reply cou ld mean 
that Fin lan d might obtain as fav or­ 
able con dition s as possible for her 
con tin u ed n ation al in depen den ce. 
Matter Of Prestige 
Well-in formed sou rces reportin g 
this said the pu blication of Prime 
Min ister Stalin ’s letter to Paasikiv i 
by the press an d radio has made a 
con clu sion of the pact a matter of 
prestige for the Ru ssian s. 
Political sou rce poin ted ou t that 
the Fin n ish Presiden t, who speaks 
Ru ssian flu en tly, en joys Stalin ’s 
con fiden ce as a resu lt of the peace 
discn ission s he carried ou t in Mos­ 
cow In 1941 an d 1944. 
Paasikiv i’s stron g position in his 
own cou n try was tested when , in a 
pre-election proclamation in 1945, 
he declared that an ti-Ru ssian can ­ 
didates mu st disappear from the 
election tickets. This was don e. 
AnU-Red Leaflets Appear 
It was felt that man y right-win g 
members of Fin lan d’s Con serv ativ e, 
Agrarian , Social Democratic an d 
Progressiv e Parties might v o te 
again st the pact in order to “sav e 
face” as lon g as there is n o risk of 
the pact proposal bein g rejected, 
Fin n s seemed to be takin g some 
con solation in the thou ght that 
Stalin ’s attitu de toward Fin lan d was 
less sev ere than toward other for- 
, mer en emy states of the Sov iet 
’ Un ion . 
An ti-Sov iet leaflets appearin g in 
the Fin n ish capital du rin g the day 
in dicated that n ot the en tire popu ­ 
lation su pported this poin t of v iew, 
an d all in dication s were that the 
Pln n s wou ld Ixav el to Moscow.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29 (;P)—Sen 
Glen Taylor, Hen ry Wallace’s ru n ­ 
n in g mate, said today he opposes 
Commu n ists in Gov ern men t posts 
lin ed to state secrets. Bu t he said 
they can be u sefu l in other federal 
Jobs. 
The Idaho lawmaker, third party 
v ice presiden tial aspiran t, said in a 
radio in terv iew: 
“I’m again st Commu n ists occu py­ 
in g position s in gov ern men t where 
they might possibly tu rn secret in ­ 
formation ov er to the Ru ssian s, after 
what happen ed in Can ada.” 
Bu t, he added, it is a differen t 
thin g to “kick them ou t of the Labor 
Department.”

Russia Not Read y 
For War, Rep ort 
To House Slates 


Further Moves Will 
Bring Direct Clash 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29 
Ru s­ 
sia will n ot work with America for 
peace bu t is far from ready for war, 
a report to the Hou se said today. 
Those con clu sion s were su pplied 
by a Foreign Affairs Su bcommittee 
in a detailed stu dy on world Com­ 
mu n ism. 
The committee said this cou n try 
mu st con tin u e to deal with Ru ssia, 
bu t can n ot make an y more con ces­ 
sion s. It adv ised a firm policy to 
hold Ru ssia in check u n til the n on - 
Commu n ist world is back on its feet 
econ omically an d politically. Rep. 
Fran ces Bolton (R.Ohio) headed the 
grou p. 
“We shou ld bargain with them 
(the Ru ssian s) on practical terms of 
mu tu al adv an tage, when ev er the oc­ 
casion arises.” the report said. “Bu t 
we can n ot afford to regard them as 
distru stfu l children who n eed a 
demon stration of ou r kin dn ess in 
order to be reassu red. 
“They are distru stfu l, bu t they are 
n ot children ,” 
Commu n ists believ e an other war 
is probable, if n ot in ev itable, the re­ 
port con tin u ed, bu t they “prefer a 
later war to an earlier on e.” 
Briefly, the committee con clu ded 
that Commu n ism is 
a political 
scien ce, it operates v ery skillfu lly, 
an d it wan ts the world. 
Ru ssia will stick with the Un ited 
Nation s, the committee predicted, 
becau se the big-power v eto in the 
Secu rity Cou n cil is a gu aran tee that 
the Un ited Nation s can n ot be u sed 
again st the Sov iet Un ion .

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29 (^P) — 
Ru ssia has n ow expan ded its con ­ 
trol ov er Eu ropean n ation s abou t 
as far as it can wfithou t collidin g 
directly with the officially declar­ 
ed in terests of the Un ited States. 
In this fact lie the an swers to 
two qu estion s gen erated 
by the 
Commu n ist seizu re of power in 
Czechoslov akia an d the dev elopin g 
crisis in Fin lan d: 
1. Why hav e the Un ited States, 
Britain an d Pran ce, alarmed as they 
are ov er the fate of Czechoslov akia, 
don e n o more than protest? 
2. Why shou ld there be more con ­ 
cern in the western n ation s ov er 
W'hat Ru ssia may do n ext than ov er 
what the Commu n ists hav e already 
accomplished? 
Within Sov iet Sphere 
Despite their modern ties with 
the West an d their historic tradi­ 
tion s of political freedom, both 
Fin lan d an d Czechoslov akia hav e 
been regarded sin ce 
the closin g 
mon ths of the war as lyin g within 
the Sov iet sphere of in flu en ce. 
American policy in Eu rope du rin g 
this period has recogn ized the right 
of Ru ssia to hav e “frien dly gov ern ­ 
men ts” alon g her Eu ropean fron ­ 
tier. The steady series of mov es by 
which the Sov iets hav e redu ced 
those frien dly gov ern men ts to con ­ 
trolled gov ern men ts throu gh the 
mediu m of Commu n ism has been 
protested from the v ery first. Bu t 
real American p>ower has n ot been 
brou ght to bear at an y poin t in side 
the Rijssian orbit. 
Su ch power has been deployed 
in stead on the western side of the 
lin e div idin g Eu rope. It has been 
expressed in terms of British an d 
American troops in German y, Au s­ 
tria an d the free territory of Trieste 
lyin g between Italy an d Yu goslav ia 
It has also been expressed in the 
Man shall plan for Eu ropean re­ 
cov ery—which is an effort to restore 
the stren gth of Britain , Fran ce 
an d Italy so they will be able to 
withstan d Commu n ism. 
Sov iet Mov es Specu lated 
As political strategists here look 
at the possibilities, there are three 
major mov es which the Sov iets 
might u n dertake n ext which wou ld 
brin g them in to more direct con ­ 
flict with the Western 
Powers. 
These mov es are: 
1. An effort to tu rn Norway an d 
Sweden in to Commu n ist satellites. 
Their geography m£ ^es them of 
tremen dou s strategic in terest to the 
Western Powers as well as Ru ssia. 
2. A n ew effort to break throu gh 
the Iran ian -Tu rkish-Greek barrier 
an d achiev e a position on the 
Mediterran ean side of the Dardan - 
©lies 
3 A n ew attempt to pu sh throu gh 
or to ou tflan k, the An glo-American - 
Pren ch lin e in German y an d Au s­ 
tria an d gain Commu n ist con trol in 
Fran ce an d Italy. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29 ( JP) —A 
half dozen major chan ges in the 
Eu ropean recov ery program—in clu d­ 
in g a slice in the amou n t—may be 
asked by a ban d of Repu blican sen ­ 
atorial critics. 
With Sen . Van den berg (R-Mich) 
ready to open Sen ate debate on the 
measu re tomorrow, Sen . Ball (R- 
Min n ) called a meetin g of the dis­ 
sen tin g grou p for Tu esday n ight. 
Ball told a reporter he hopes the 
20 or fewer sen ators who atten d can 
agree on a redu ction in the $5,300,- 
000,000 ou tlay proposed for the first 
year, begin n in g April 1. Ball has 
su ggested $3,500,000,000 as an alter­ 
n ativ e. 
Bu t the Min n esota Sen ator made 
it plain the cu t in amou n t will be 
on ly on e of sev eral amen dmen ts 
likely to be proposed. 
Sen . Brooks (R-Ul), a member of 
the grou p, said he hopes to strike 
ou t of the bill a prov ision for a rov ­ 
in g ambassador to represen t the 
recov ery admin istration in Eu rope. 
Wan ts Bu sin ess Man agemen t 
“We wan t bu sin ess man agemen t 
ov er there as well as in this cou n ­ 
try,” he said. “I don ’t thin k we 
wou ld get it with a rov in g ambassa­ 
dor. u n der the State Departmen t’s 
thu mb.” 
Ball said sev eral of the grou p 
wan t to separate relief an d rehabil­ 
itation activ ities more sharply than 
the bill n ow prov ides. He said he 
wan ts the emphasis laid on rebu ild­ 
in g throu gh projects which are self- 
liqu idatin g. 
Efforts will be made, he said, to 
“tighten u p” section s of the bill 
dealin g with admin istration activ ­ 
ities. 
“There are too man y places in 
which it says that so-an d-so shall 
be don e ‘so far as practicable,’ ” he 
complain ed. 
Some members hav e in dicated, he 
con tin u ed, that they wan t to force 
cou n tries receiv in g aid to retu rn 
home prison ers of war they still are 
holdin g. 
He said there may be an amen d­ 
men t regu latin g gov ern men t pu r­ 
chases of grain , bu t did n ot go in to 
details. 
Taft’s Help May Be Sou ght 
If the grou p agrees on the amou n t 
its members wish to cu t the ov er­ 
all fu n d, they may attempt to get 
the help of Sen . Taft (R-Ohio) in 
this fight. 
^ ^ 
Taft said recen tly he dou bts that 
WLse an d carefu l admin istrator 
“can spen d more than fou r billion 
dollars a year, exclu siv e of Ger­ 
man y.” 
He said he still thin ks approv al of 
the $5,300,000,000 figu re wou ld “en ­ 
cou rage the gran tin g of mon ey for 
du biou s projects which shou ld prop­ 
erly be elimin ated.” 
That figu re was arriv ed at by 
Van den berg an d approv ed u n an i­ 
mou sly by the Foreign Relation s 
Committee. 
Taft emphasized, howev er, that 
his differen ce with Van den berg ov er 
the amoimt “is a qu estion of de­ 
gree.” He added that “there is n o 
differen ce in prin ciple” in their 
agreemen t on n eed for a recov ery 
program.

Income Tax Primer 
Short Return On Form 1040 May Be 
Used If Income Was Under $5,000 


By ALEXANDER R. GEORGE 
WASHINGTON. Feb. 29 — {^) - 
[f y our income in 19 47 was less than 
$5,000, y ou are allowed to use the 
short income tax return on Form 


1040 - 
Why have a short fonn when the 
withholding statement is a more 
simplified return? Because certain 
tax pay ers with income of less than 
$5,000 are not permitted to use the 
withholding statement as a return 
but would like a return which is 
easier to make out than the long 
Form 1040. 
Persons who receive more than a 
total of $100 income from divi­ 
dends, interest or wages not subject 
to witliholding are not allowed to 
use 
the 
withholding 
statement. 
Others who camiot use the with­ 
holding statement are those who 
receive income from annuities or 
pensions. Also persoris who have 
rental income or profits from a 
business or from the sale or ex ­ 
change of property . 
Furthermore, two classes ot wage 
earners who are allowed to use the 
withholding statement will want in­ 
stead to make their returns on the 
short form or possibly the long 
form. 
These two classes ai-e: 
1 . Persons who had travel ex ­ 
penses and “ reimbursed ex penses” 
In connection with their emplcy - 
ment. Tliey will want to deduct 
those ex penses in order to reduce 
their tax able income, thus cutting 
their tax . There is no place on the 
withholding statement to list ex - 
penses. 
2. Tliose who want to know* the 
amount of their tax at once with­ 
out w'aiting for the collector's notice 
on it. When y ou use a withholding 
statement as a return, the collector 
computes the tax for y ou and sends 
y ou a bill or a refund. On the short 
form y ou find y our tax in the tax 
table on Page 4 of Form 1040. On 
the long form, y ou figure y our tax 
by arithmetic. 
If y our income is from wages 
only and y ou use the short form, 
y ou are allowed to deduct only two 
kinds of ex penses—out-of-town tra­ 
vel ex penses and “ reimbursed ex ­ 
penses.” You only deduct “ reim­ 
bursed ex penses” when the amount 
of reimbursement or allowance for 
ex penses is included in y our total 
income. 
Some companies, which give cer­ 
tain of their employ es large ex ­ 
pense allowances, report these a l­ 
lowances as part of the employ es’ 
Income. These employ es will want 
to subtract those ex penses from the! 
total income figure in order to avoid: 
pay ing tax on ex pense mon .

If y ou have income from rents, 
business, annuities and so forth, 
y ou are allowed to deduct ordinary ’ 
and necessary ex penses for ca rr^ g 
on such business operations.

Travel and “ reimbursed ex penses 
are itemized on a separate sheet of 
paper arid the total subtracted from 
total compensation and allowances 
from y our employ er. 
The balance is put down as Item 
2 Page 1, of form 1040 and the 
itemized list fastened securely to 
y our return. It’s a good idea to 
keep a copy of the list for reference. 
The short form is simpler than; 
the long Form 1040. You need not 
list y our deductions such as tax es, 
interest medical ex penses and con-, 
tributions. Instead, the short form I 
(like the withholding statement), 
gives automatic deductions amount- 1 
ing to about 10 per cent of y ouri 
income. 
, , 
Unless y our allow’able deductions 
are more*than 10 per cent of in­ 
come, it will be to y our advantage 
to use the sliort form instead of 
the long Form 1040. If y our deduc­ 
tions are so close to 10 per cent y ou 
are in doubt, figure it both way s to 
see which is cheaper 
However, any tax pay er whose in­ 
come amounts to $5,000 or more ^ 
must use the long form.

Sometimes Mother rcpons on the household budget. Some­ 
times Dad goes over taxes and insurance and investments. The 
big point is, they talk it over! 


lf you're puzzled or having difficulties, that's the way to begin. 

Make dollars-and- 
ccnts plans to get it. Put the plans dow n on paper. Then divide 
up the plan, and assign each pan of it to whoever can do that 
job best.

W hen a large 
nu m b er su b scrib e a t once, the risk 
is spread more evenly as some 
m emb ers will need it sooner; others, 
later.

It is now a nation 
no more. It shall within days b e a 
part of the Cominform. the su c­ 
cessor to the T hird International. 
Stalin dances on Wilson’s grave and 
two wars have b een fou ght for 
nothing. 
The amazing callou sness of the 
hu m an race is b est expressed in 
the present attitu de toward Czecho­ 
slovakia. 
Mu nich in 1938 shocked 
the 
conscience of m ankind 
and 
M u nich itself b ecame a b yword. Bu t 
Hitler was not withou t apologies. 
In a famou s message to President 
Roosevelt, Hitler wrote: 
“I am convinced, Mr. President, 
that, when you review the whole 
development of the Su deten G er­ 
m an prob lem from its b eginnings 
down to the present day, you will 
recognize tha t the Germ an Govern­ 
m ent has in tru th failed neither 
in patience nor in its honest wish 
for a peacefu l u nderstanding. . 
There 
are no 
apologies today, 
althou gh the theft is as complete 
as H itler ever planned it to b e or 
ever achieved. 
And the theft is 
imperialistically accomplished while 
the Secu rity Cou ncil of the United 
Nations is actu ally in session. Per­ 
haps it was timed tha t way to 
display 
total 
contem pt 
for 
this 
b ody. And it is a su ccessfu l theft, 
generally 
condoned 
b y 
a 
world 
weary of du plicity and war. H itler 
even spoke with gentleness—per­ 
haps 
mock 
gentleness — perhaps 
sarcastic gentleness to Benes: 
. .1 have made Mr. Benes an 
offer which is nothing b u t the 
carrying into effect of w hat he 
himself has promised. The decision 
now lies in his hands; Peace or 
W ar! 
He will either accept this 
offer and now at last give to the 
Germ ans their freedom or w'e will 
go 
and 
fetch 
this 
freedom 
for 
ou rselves. . 


Sta lin tries no such hera ldry 
befo re besieg ed wa lls. He puts 
his v a st interna tio na l netwo rk 
o f 
spies, 
quisling s, 
ma dmen, 
sa dists to wo rk undermining a 
g o v ernment, destro y ing the so ul 
o f a peo ple; a nd when they a re 
so wea kened tha t they ca nno t 
ev en defend their ho no r, he 


ta kes them o v er, a lwa y s using 
perv erted na tiv es to perfo rm 
his ta sk. 


And these perverted natives are 
always and everywhere availab le to 
do his miserab le work, for there Is 
power and a career in his service. 
Some are idealists who look forward 
to a federation of the world on 
M arxian b asis. Su ch recognize th. 
in any vast revolu tionary move­ 
m ent, it is essential to have a 
headqu arters and u nified direction. 
Therefore, they accept orders from 
the Kremlin. 
O thers are socialists who b elieve 
that they can move b y half-steps, 
tha t they can accomplish a Marxist 
or even a Fab ian socialist program 
withou t the Commu nists or in a 
tem porary alliance with them . Des­ 
perate to pu t throu gh their pro­ 
gram, they often resort to coercion, 
to force, to the m ethods the Com­ 
m u nists u se more efficiently.

full o f them. In the Russia n- 
co ntro lled - co untries, they a re 
curbed. 
Here in the Unlteu 
Sta tes, they a re mo re numero us 
a nd mo re da ng ero us tha n the 
Co mmunists. 
They 
spea rhea d 
the Kremlin’s fig ht. Tha t wa s 
equa lly true in Czecho slo v a kia . 
The So cia lists ha v e g iv en Sta lin 
the 
sembla nce 
o f .leg itima cy . 
Nex t mo nth o r nex t y ea r, he 
will purg e them, but fa r the 
mo ment, they sit hig h — a nd 
enjo y it. 


'W hat is the world going to doi 
ab ou t it? 
Nothing m u ch.

Finland and A u stria will go. Then 
will cpme the great stru ggle for 
Italy. W hen Italy goes, Eu rope goes. 
For who holds Rome, holds the 
fou ntainhead of W estern civiliza­ 
tion.

And they are not overlooking the 
fact tha t Stassen has indicated tha t 
Vandenb erg is the only m an with 
whom he wou ld consent to ru n as a 
vice presidential candidate. 


Last su mmer newspapers and m aga­ 
zines were fu ll of discu ssions on 
Universal M ilitary Training. U n­ 
fortu nately, most people then were 
more interested in b aseb all scores 
than in UMT, even althou gh their 
lives and pocketb ooks were far more 
dependent u pon w hat is done ab ou t 
UMT. 
W ith world conditions as they 
are. it is high time for u s to think 
ab c)u t how to save the peace; b u t 
is UMT necessary? President T ru ­ 
m an says, “Yes.” M any of ou r m ili­ 
tary leaders agree tha t the su rest 
way to m aintain peace is to prepare 
for war. Bu t su ch a trained ob server 
as Hahson Baldwin says, “No,” to 
UMT. Senator T aft and Henry W al­ 
lace agree this time. They b oth say, 
“No.” 
"While opponents of UMT grant 
tha t we m u st rem ain world leaders, 
they call UMT “u ndem ocratic”, “in­ 
effective”, “m ilitaristic” It is point­ 
ed ou t tha t another war will b e a 
war of the sim u ltaneou s explosion 
of pre-planted b omb s in ou r large 
cities, the u se of gu ided missiles and 
rob ot planes against which a partly 
trained, hastily mob ilized, grou nd 
army wou ld b e helpless. A nother 
point against UMT is tha t the pro­ 
gram w^ou ld take a year ou t of every 
you ng m an’s life. Then too, they 
feel tha t the plan is u nnecessarily 
expensive, not only in time, b u t in 
dollars.

They say the plan 
wou ld give u s 7,500,000 men who 
cou ld b e mob ilized inside a year— 
and 
who wou ld b e vastly more 
effective than u ntrained men. even 
against the kind of war which wou ld 
b e fou ght in the Atomic Age. They 
say, too, tha t we can edu cate and 
protect ou r you th while they are in 
training and that, far from b eing 
u ndemocratic, the experience wou ld 
b e a lesson in democracy 
Life Is Stru ggle 
I b elieve we ou ght lot wait u ntil 
the horse is stolen to lock the b arn. 
Of cou rse, I wou ld prefer not even

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Citizens Have Much At 
Stake In Tomorrow's Primary 
Tomorrow, voters of Cumberland will go to the 
polls to nominate candidates for mayor and city com­ 
missioners. The casting of your ballot on such an 
important occasion is not only a privilege but a duty 
—a duty no one should shirk. 
But, before entering the polling booth, he or she 
should give careful thought as to which of the three 
candidates for mayor and of the 21 candidates for 
Council can best serve the interests of the taxpayers 
and the city during the next two years. It is important 
that every voter do this because, during the term for 
which these officials will be chosen, important deci­ 
sions will have to be made if Cumberland is to go 
forward. Candidates in whom you feel you can place 
the greatest confidence to carry out a progressive 
program of improvements should be your first concern. 
Flood control, of course, heads the list of projects 
long overdue, and it needs to be brought about with 
the least delay. Much spade work has been done 
toward this. The city and county commissioners have 
voted to issue bonds in the sums of $1,000,000 and 
U ,500,000, respectively, for this purpose. The national 
House cf Representatives, only a few days ago. with 
the energetic urging on the part of Rep. J. Glenn 
Beall, has passed a bill which includes an appropria­ 
tion of $500,000 for flood control. This paves the way 
for continuing appropriations during each federal 
fiscal year, and it is expected that a total of approxi­ 
mately $9,600,000 will be made available by the federal 
government for this purpose. 
The three candidates for mayor are on record in 
support of flood control. Mayor Post and the present 
members of the Council voted for the issuance of 
flood control bonds, as did the county commissioners. 
The Maryland General Assembly, at its special ses­ 
sion last November, passed legislation making this 
possible. Roy W Eves and F. Allan Weatherholt, who 
seek to dethrone* Mr. Post, have said in their pre­ 
primary statements that they intend to do their utmost 
in achieving it. With the financing of this undertaking 
taken care of. it resolves itself into the matter of 
leadership to see that no more time be lost than is 
necessary to get it underway. 
The mayoralty candidates are in sympathy with 
other proposals, including means to bring about a 
more rapid and smoother flow of traffic through 
downtown Cumberland. This will involve a large ex­ 
penditure of money, inasmuch as it entails the elim­ 
ination of grade crossings, if real relief is to be given. 
The majority of the people are in sympathy with such 
an undertaking. 
No one seems to be in disagreement with smoke 
control, which the present Administration brought 
Into being after considerable urging and after a 
citywide poll made It clear that the citizens of Cum­ 
berland were solidly behind such a program. 
Some candidates are hesitant to take a stand on 
the matter of home rule for Cumberland and city 
managership, but it is a recognized fact that the city 
charter is, in many respects, antiquated and should 
be redrafted to make possible the advancement of 
Cumberland. 
The time for shilly-shallying and hedging on these 
and many other problems has passed. 
Voters 
should make reasonably certain that those they select 
tomorrow will bring these about. 
If you have the future progress of the city at 
heart, vote—tomorrow.

Socialized Medicine 
British doctors have voted overwhelmingly against 
the government's scheme of socialized medicine which 
It will attempt to put into effect shortly, but it is 
difficult to see what the medicos can do to halt the 
creeping octopus that is overwhelming their country. 
All British doctors will be asked to “sign up” with 
the government, although they will have the privilege 
of remaining in private practice, in which not many 
could make a living if “free” medical service is avail­ 
able to everybody. 
Those who sign up will be paid a basic “salary” 
of $1.200 a year, and a fee of $3 for each patient. They 
will be under control of the Ministry of Health, which 
will have full authority to send them to any part of 
the kingdom regardless of their personal desires. 
The ministry will be the sole Judge of a doctor s 
qualifications. 
Eventually all medical care in the 
nation would descend to the level of the least com­ 
petent practitioner, and able men and specialists 
would become only civil servants. 
The British government is operating three state- 
owned airlines, and this foray into socialism is costing 
the taxpayers a lot of money. 
The Overseas Airways 
Corporation lost $240 on every passenger carried. The 
British European Airways lost $120 per passenger. The 
deficit comes from taxes, supplemented by funds from 
this country. 
There should be a lesson for America in the fiasco 
of socialism in England.

Hospital Plans 


Hospital insurance is gaining in 
popularity and the 91 Blue Cross 
plans throughout the United States, 
Puerto Rico, and Canada are lead­ 
ing the way. Nev­ 
er before in our 
history has a vol­ 
untary, commun­ 
ity 
- 
sponsored 
measure been so 
a c c e p table and 
proved its worth 
within so short a 
t i m e . 
In 
ten 
years, the list of 
subscribers 
h a s 
Dr. Van Dellen increased 
f r o m 
half a million to 30 millions and 
today one individual in five has this 
type of protection. 
The plans vary throughout the 
country* and some offer more than 
others. The cost of membership is 
not 
uniform 
because 
in certain 
areas, hospitalization is less expen­ 
sive than in others. 
In general, 
the charges range from $.60 to $150 
for one person per month and 11.10 
to $4-10 for entire families. Thus 
each organization is an independent 
unit but each must submit evidence 
to a central organization 
(Blue 
Cross Commission) of conforming 
to approved rules and regulations. 
In this way. the public is safeguard­ 
ed as the high standards give sub­ 
scribers maximum service at the 
least cost. Furthermore, they per­ 
mit free choice of hospitals and 
physicians. 


Through a central controlling of­ 
fice, cooperation between the groups 
is possible and half of the 91 plans 
now have reciprocal agreements. 
Thus, should a subscriber require 
hospitalization while traveling, he 
stands a good chance of receiving 
the same benefits as if he were in 
his home town. Some plans also 
make allowances for those who be­ 
come ill but cannot be admitted to 
a hospital because it is full. 
In one city the plan was five 
years old and a celebration was in 
order. The first subscriber was in­ 
vited as a guest speaker but his 
testimony 
dampened 
the 
crowd 
somewhat because no one in his 
family had been sick during the 
interval; he could not a u te honest­ 
ly, therefore, that it had been of 
value to him. On the other hand, 
he was happy that misfortune had 
not descended upon his home and 
expected the continue the contract 
since it gave him a feeling of se­ 
curity. Ten days later, his wife was 
injured seriously in a fall and the 
savings on her hospital bill more 
than exceeded the expenditure. 
ZP family of three in Oakland en­ 
rolled in 1943 and has since had a 
total of 20 hospital admissions. The 
plan contributed a total of $1,464 
tom ani 
their hospital 
bills; 
the 
premiums had been $138.60. In this 
case, the Blue Cross paid out ll 
times more than they received, or 
an annual interest of 301.85 per 
cent for three years. 
There are 
numerous 
illustrations 
such 
as 
these. 
The money contributed is 
really a savings for that proverbial 
rainy day. It helps to restore our 
most precious possession—health. 
• — • — • 
In many cities, the service is 
available only to employes of fac­ 
tories, stores, and other companies 
mho sign up together. This is a 
sound business proposition because 
if it could be purchased outright, 
people might buy only if hospital­ 
ization is necessary. When a large 
number subscribe at once, the risk 
is spread more evenly as some 
members will need it sooner; others, 
later. In Rhode Island, for example, 
it is open to any one in the state 
but can be purchased only during 
one meek of the year. 
The Blue Cross Shield plan is a 
newcomer and offers prepayment 
for medical and surgical care. You 
will hear more of this project as 
time goes by.

fact is they are to train an Arab air 
force and re-equip abandoned U. S. 
air fields .

line concession to the Arabian-

Members of the military mission

work. The group will 
leave from Washington. New York 
and 
Miami, all 
wearing 
civilian

tention, they mill proceed in small 
details and by roundabout routes.

Not Good Enough 
On the optimistic side, the Marshall Plan is 
ballyhooed as a scheme that will bring a high degree 
of recovery to Western Europe, block all hope of Russia 
for expansion in that direction and create the market 
basis for continuing high employment in the United 
States. 
But there are pessimistic phases also. 
One of 
them, recently pointed out by an experienced corre­ 
spondent in Europe, is that there has been a testing 
fround for such a plan in Europe for nearly three 
years. That is the American zone in Germany. 
It has 
shown little recovery* since the war ended despite the 
fact that billions of dollars of American taxpayers’ 
money has been poured into it. 
The Marshall program, applied to Western Europe, 
must do much better than American billions have 
done in Western Europe if American taxpayers are 
lo get even a few cents on the dollar return in the 
form of direct benefits. 
All the big * polls” of public opinion in this country 
have ignored the Marshall Plan. 
But in Denver and 
Chicago two newspapers have conducted polls on the 
plan. 
One paper is opposed to it. the other is all out 
for it- 
Both polls showed public sentiment opposed 
ro the Marshall Plan two to one.

So Short A Life 
W 


OODROW W I L S O N , in 
pursuit of the principle of 
self-determination and in 
defense of small nations, 
created a number of independent 
states, among them Czechoslovakia. 
Not a one of them is an independ­ 
ent state today. The last to die was 
Czechoslovakia. It is now a nation 
no more. It shall within days be a 
part of the Cominform, the suc­ 
cessor to the Third International. 
Stalin dances on Wilson’s grave and 
two wars have been fought for 
nothing. 
The amazing callousness of the 
human race is best expressed in 
the present attitude toward Czecho­ 
slovakia. Munich in 1938 shocked 
the conscience of mankind and 
Munich itself became a byword. But 
Hitler was not without apologies. 
In a famous message to President 
Roosevelt. Hitler wrote: 
“I am convinced, Mr. President, 
that, when you review the whole 
development of the Sudeten Ger­ 
man problem from its beginnings 
down to the present day, you will 
recognize that the German Govern­ 
ment has in truth failed neither 
in patience nor in its honest wish 
for a peaceful understanding. . .* 
There are no apologies today, 
although the theft is as complete 
as Hitler ever planned it to be or 
ever achieved. 
And the theft is 
imperialistically accomplished while 
the Security Council of the United 
Nations is actually in session. Per­ 
haps it was timed that way to 
display 
total 
contempt 
for 
this 
body. And it is a successful theft, 
generally 
condoned 
by 
a 
world 
weary of duplicity and war. Hitler 
even spoke with gentleness—per­ 
haps 
mock 
gentleness — perhaps 
sarcastic gentleness to Benes: 
. I have made Mr. Benes an 
offer which is nothing but the 
carrying into effect of what he 
himself has promised. The decision 
now lies in his hands; Peace or 
War! 
He will either accept this 
offer and now at last give to the 
Germans their freedom or we will 
go and fetch this freedom for 
ourselves. . .” 


Stalin tries no such heraldry 
before besieged walls. He pits 
his vast international network 
of 
spies, 
quislings, 
madmen, 
sadists to work undermining a 
government, destroying the soul 
of a people; and when they are 
so weakened that they cannot 
even defend their honor, he 


* 


takes them over, always using 
perverted natives to perform 
his task. 


And these perverted natives are 
always and everywhere available to 
do his miserable work, for there is 
power and a career in his service. 
Some are idealists who look forward 
to a federation of the world on 
Marxian basis. Such recognize th. 
in any vast revolutionary move­ 
ment, it is essential to have a 
headquarters and unified direction. 
Therefore, they accept orders from 
the Kremlin. 
Others are socialists who believe 
that they can move by half-steps, 
that they can accomplish a Marxist 
or even a Fabian socialist program 
without the Communists or in a 
temporary alliance with them. Des­ 
perate to put through their pro­ 
gram, they often resort to coercion, 
to force, to the methods the Com­ 
munists use more efficiently. In the 
end, the Communists take over. 
That has now happened in Czecho­ 
slovakia; it will happen elsewhere. 


Others are careerists and op­ 
portunists. This is particular­ 
ly true of the non-Communists; 
Socialists, the fellow-travelers, 
the associates of the Commu­ 
nists, who front for them, who 
pave the way for them, who 
open the gates to let them in. 
Every 
country, 
except 
those 
already absorbed by Russia, ia 
full of them. In the Russian- 
controlled - countries, they ara 
curbed. 
Here in the United 
States, they are more numerous 
and more dangerous than the 
Communists. 
They spearhead 
the Kremlin’s fight. That was 
equally true in Czechoslovakia. 
The Socialists have given Stalin 
the semblance of .legitimacy. 
Next month or next year, he 
will purge them, but for the 
moment, they sit high — and 
enjoy it. 


What is the world going to do I 
about it? 
Nothing much. 
Soon 
Finland and Austria will go. Then 
will cpme the great struggle for) 
Italy. When Italy goes. Europe goes. 
For who holds Rome, holds Hie 
fountainhead of Western civiliza­ 
tion.

Fla., Feb. 2 9 - 
Last summer newspapers and maga­ 
zines were full of discussions on 
Universal Military Training. Un­ 
fortunately, most people then were 
more interested in baseball scores 
than in UMT. even although their 
lives and pocketbooks were far more 
dependent upon what is done about 
UMT. 
With world conditions as they 
are. it is high time for us to think 
about how to save the peace; but 
is UMT necessary? President Tru­ 
man says, “Yes.” Many of our mili­ 
tary leaders agree that the surest 
way to maintain peace is to prepare 
for war. But such a trained observer 
as Hanson Baldwin says, "No.” to 
UMT. Senator Taft and Henry Wal­ 
lace agree this time. They both say. 
"No.” 
While opponents of UMT grant 
that we must remain world leaders, 
they call UMT “undemocratic”, '’in­ 
effective”, "militaristic” It is point­ 
ed out that another war will be a 
war of the simultaneous explosion 
of pre-planted bombs in our large 
cities, the use of guided missiles and 
robot planes against which a partly 
trained, hastily mobilized, ground 
army would be helpless. Another 
point against UMT is that the pro­ 
gram would take a year out of every 
young m ans life. Then too. they 
feel that the plan is unnecessarily 
expensive, not only In time, but in 
dollars. Seventeen and a half bil­ 
lion dollars a year obviously means 
that taxes must be much higher 
rather than lower. 
The President's Commission 
The Commission appointed by the 
President last June to study this 
question was a board of nine civi­ 
lians. What the group had in com­ 
mon was an interest in finding the 
answer to a difficult 
problem— 
should the U. S. adopt UMT? 
The President's Commission say 
that, although the cost of training 
all our young men would be great. 
it would be less than the bill for 
two weeks of World War II. They 
say we would be spending to save. 
—to save ourselves, and the world 
from destruction. They say the plan 
would give us 7.500.000 men who 
could be mobilized inside a year— 
and who would be vastly more 
effective than untrained men. even 
against the kind of war which would 
be fought in the Atomic Age. They 
say, too. that we can educate and 
protect our youth while they are in 
training and that, far from being 
undemocratic, the experience would 
be a lesson in democracy 
Life Is Straggle 
I believe we ought lot wait until 
the horse is stolen to lock the bam.

In 
doing so the league graciously 
awarded Cumberland its last four 
games at home. Altoona was given 
three games at home and two away. 
Here’s why Cumberland is object­ 
ing to such an arrangement: 
Must Pay Out $900 
It’s the home team that pays to 
the time of $225 per game. Cumber­ 
land is “in the red” at the present 
time and with four games to be 
played at home, including the Al­ 
toona tilt*last night, it means that 
the local management must shell 
out $9 00 to visiting teams before the 
season ends. 
The main objection to the league’s 
action is that Cumberland has met 
all its obligations to date while Al­ 
toona has failed to do so. Altoona 
has three more games on its sched­ 
ule and has an opportunity to nose 
out Cumberland for fourth place and 
a spot in the playoff. Yet Altoona 
has played only 17 league games 
while Cumberland has engaged in 
22 contests. Cumberland has paid 
one visit to Altoona and received a 
$225 guarantee, according to Whip, 
while the Pennsylvania team has 
appeared here three times and re­ 
ceived $675. 
Whether Cumberland crashes the 
playoff games or is eliminated, 
Whip feels that the league should 
at least give the Duk es an oppor­ 
tunity to play two games away from 
home with Altoona to obtain the 
$450 in guarantees to which the local 
team is entitled. 
Appeals To League 
“We made a profit of approx i­ 
mately $100 on our only trip to 
Altoona,” Whip declared, “and two 
more games there would enable us 
to clear $200.

Altoona 
has three more games on its sched­ 
ule and has an opportunity to nose 
out Cumberland for fourth place and 
a spot in the playoff. Yet Altoona 
has played only 17 league games 
while Cumberland has engaged in 
22 contests. Cumberland has paid 
one visit to Altoona and received a 
$225 guarantee, according to Whip, 
while the Pennsylvania team has 
appeared hers three times and re­ 
ceived $675. 
Whether Cumberland crashes the 
playoff games or is eliminated, 
Whip feels that the league should 
at least give the Dukes an oppor­ 
tunity to play two games away from 
home with Altoona to obtain the 
$450 in guarantees to which the local 
team is entitled. 
Appeals Ts League 
“We made a profit of approxi­ 
mately $100 on our only trip to 
Altoona,” Whip declared, "and two 
more games there would enable us 
to clear $200. We could use that 
$200 very handily and I feel that 
if the league doesnt add those Al­ 
toona games to our schedule it 
should reimburse our club to the 
amount of at least $200.** 
Originally each team in the league 
was scheduled to play 30 games— 
15 at home and 15 away. Under the 
new set-up Cumberland will play 
only 25 games—15 at home and IO 
on the road. Youngstown will play 
27. Columbus 27, Wheeling 28. Al­ 
toona 20 and Zanesville 23. To date 
Cumberland has played 12 games 
at home and IO away from home. 
It is customary for teams that are 
battling for a playoff berth to play 
an equal rum ber of games but it 
appears as though the All-American 
League is an exception.

I don’t know where that dam 
thmg came from originally. Peter 
Stuyvesant, I’m told, first heard 
it from the Indians in the seven­ 
teenth century b ut even the Indians 
considered it fairly dated. Its most 
recent revival was in a movie. Vic­ 
tor Moore played the part of a man 
who was i>ersuaded b y an over- 
zealous lawyer to fight a 
$2 fine 
for spitting in the sub way and 
wound up facing a murder charge. 
It’s a very comic idea; it is in­ 
disputab ly a classic among such 
routines; and it gives you some idea 
just what Berle is up to these days. 
Just last week Berle played the 
part of a woman—yes, a woman— 
who enters a b ar and announces 
she seldom touches the stuff and 
wants something light. Like a triple 
Martini. She has several triple Mar­ 
tinis, gets plastered and is pretty 
funny in the process, llie same 
thing 
was 
done 
with 
infinitely 
greater sub tlety b y Billy de Wolfe 
in a movie whose name I’ve forgot­ 
ten. It hasn’t q uite the patina of 
age on it as the “Pay the $2” gag 
b ut it’s getting there. 
I even recall the night—my eyes 
mist over with nostalgia at the 
memory — Berle revived that one 
ab out the man in a hurry who 
drove into a gas station for five 
gallons of gas and was overwhel­ 
med with service which delayed him 
for hours. It’s as old as the Model 
T and I was fearful it had b een 
forgotten. But Berle hasn’t forgot­ 
ten. Berle never forgets. 
The way I look at it, Berle is 
doing his b est to preserve our most 
cherished comic traditions. H® is 
the 
Smithsonian 
Institution 
of 
comedy, the Eva 1« Gallienne of 
his own special field. Sooner or 
later the old and b eloved routines 
of Ed Wynn, Fred Stone and Joe 
Cook will b e preserved for posterity 
in Madame Berle’s waxworks. These 
things shouldn’t b e lightly forgot­ 
ten. 
, . 
In addition to Mr. Berle’s en­ 
cyclopedic memory, the Berle show 
offers an announcer named Gallup 
who is monstrously rude to the 
star, a b reezy character named 
Harrison with a raucous laugh who 
gets Berle into a succession of em­ 
b arrassments, and Harrison’s wife 


who to my knowledge has said only 
one word since the program start­ 
ed though she’s repeated it many 
times since. The word is “yes.” 
pronounced “yee-uss." It was pretty 
funny at first b ut the humor has 
palled greatly. 


In spite of the easily traced line­ 
age of its jokes, the Berle show is 
not at all b ad comedy. While I dis­ 
approve of Mr. Berle’s methods in 
principle, I find that I laugh at 
them in practice, which makes me 
an accessory after the crime. There 
was a time when Berle was viewed 
with suspicion not.only b y his fel­ 
low comics b ut b y critics every­ 
where. However, somewhere in the 
last couple of years he has ap­ 
proached if not q uite attained re­ 
spectab ility. He is a very hard work­ 
ing and skilliul comedian whose 
success, I should say, is a triumph 
of sheer willpower. 
One last word on him. Some time 
ago Mr. Berle was persuaded b y 
some inscrutab le impulse to play the 
b alcony scene irom ‘‘Romeo and 
Juliet” over WNEW in New York. 
He was going to play it straight, 
the announcer reported grimly, and, 
b rother, 
he 
did. 
He 
was 
the 
straightest Romeo in my memory, 
he attacked that b alcony with such 
undeviating singleness of purpose 
I feared at any moment it would 
fall on him. The experience ap­ 
parently went to his head, tecause 
he later incorixirated the b alconj 
scene into his own show, this time 
olaying it for laughs.

A correspondent who says she 
awk * advice to help a friend, wants 
to know ii a woman divorced from 
her husband should remarry solely 
for the sake of her children.

“She wants companionship, but 
can't seem to bring herself to think 
of marriage at this time. This man 
is very thoughtful but much older 
than she- 14 years olger-and she is 
not in love with him. But she 
doesn't know what to do because 
of the children. Everyone has told 
her that she should marry again 
for the children’s sake. 
“Is this right? Should a woman 
sacrifice her life and marry some­ 
one for such a reason? Doesn’t she 
deserve some happiness of her j 
own?” 
Now I assume that what the 
friends who are urging this mother 
to remarry have in mind is that 
it is too bad for children to growl 
up without a father in the home, 
and perhaps they are also thinking 
of it from an economic point of 
view. 
However, the writer of the letter 
made no mention of the fact that 
the woman was finding it financial­ 
ly difficult to bring her two children 
up, so that perhaps she it doing all 
right along this line. If so, I think 
it would be very foolish for her to 
marry against her own feelings 
solely to provide a stepfather for 
her children. Plenty of women who 
have been widowed or divorced, os 
the case may be, have done a very 
fine job of rearing their children 
without a man in the house, and 
there is no reason why this (me 
can’t do it, too. Naturally, such s 
state of affairs is second-best to a 
complete and happy family circle. 


But it is infinitely preferable to a 
family in which the mother does 
not love the father. So how could 
the woman benefit her children by 
marrying a mon she says she 
doesnt love? 
On the other hand, it must be 
admitted that mony people have 
married for companionship rather 
than love and found it a very satis­ 
factory and happy arrangement. 
They, however, have definitely 
wanted to do this, whereas the 
wom an in question apparently 
doesn't. 
All this being so, I certainly see 
no reason why this particular 
mother should take another hus­ 
band just because her friends feel 
it would be s good thing if she 
did.

In Ja nua ry, 1947, there were 18 ,711 
persons employed in Allega ny Coun­ 
ty, a ccording to the report, but in 
Ja nua ry, this yea r there were only 
18 ,057. The pa yrolls throughout the 
county, however, continued to grow 
with a $238 ,254.76 increa se noted. 
During Ja nua ry, this yea r, county 
industries pa id out $4,524,374.78 to 
employes while In Ja nua ry, 1947, 
the pa yrolls mounted to only $4,- 
28 6,120.02. 
Coa l production, one of the chief 
sources of livelihood in the George’s 
Creek region of Allega ny County 
dropped 
4,000 tons in Etecember, 
1947, a s compa red with the previous 
month. In November county mines 
produced 159,000 tons of coa l, while 
in December production tota led only 
155,000 tons. 
Building permits in the city were 
off $36.000 in Februa ry when com­ 
pa red with Ja nua ry this yea r.

Payrolls Continue 
Increasing, However 


Allegany 
County’s 
employment 
took a slight drop the first month 
of this year when compared to Jan­ 
uary, 1947, with the Cumberland 
Chamber of Commerce’s Report of 
Activities showing a decrease of 654 
employment situations. 
In January, 1947, there were 18.711 
persons employed in Allegany Coun­ 
ty, according to the report, but in 
January, this year there were only 
18.057. The payrolls throughout the 
county, however, continued to grow 
with a $238,254.76 increase noted. 
During January, this year, county 
industries paid out $4,524,374.78 to 
employes while in January. 1947, 
the payrolls mounted to only $4,- 
286,120.02. 
Coal production, one of the chief 
sources of livelihood in the George's 
Creek region of Allegany County 
dropped 4,000 tons in December, 
1947, as compared with the previous 
month. In November county mines 
produced 159,000 tons of coal, while 
in December production totaled only 
155,000 tons. 
Building permits in the city were 
off $36,000 in February when com­ 
pared with January this year. The 
report shows that permits for $7,260 
worth of building was granted in 
the office of the City Engineer last 
month while permits for $43,260 
were granted in January.

MT. SAVAGE—Dutch Hollow is 
a secluded little settlement in the 
norther'll section of Mt. Savage, and, 
nestled snug and serene but proud­ 
ly secure in the heart of the hol­ 
low is the Dutch Hollow School. 
As pictursque as an early Amer­ 
ican painting, the building is typical 
of the small schools whicn have 
played such an important part in 
the educational program of our 
country. 
In appearance it is sim­ 
ilar to the traditional "little red 
schoolhouse”—with one exception— 
it isn t red. 
A cream-colored structure, the 
school seems to blend into the back­ 
ground of green hills. 
A narrow 
but lively stream spanned by a rus­ 
tic wooden bridge runs close to the 
building. For three-quarters of a 
century the Dutch Hollow School 
has stood, a rural monument to 
American youth. 
Built in 1873, the school wa3 then 
a one-room log affair and the first 
principal was Prof. Bogue. 
The 
ages of the pupils were from 8 to 12 
and the classes, then called "read­ 
ers,” were from the tjrst to the 
fifth. 
However, the enrollment in­ 
creased and the log building was re­ 
placed by the f^.me structure which 
still stands. 
Hie "readers” were 
changed to grades and pupils in all 
eight grades were taught in the one 
room by one teacher. 
Among the first teachers recalled 
by residents of the district were a 
Prof. Reidler (shown in the picture 
above). Bliss Mary Campbell and 
Miss Bridget Barrett. Pupils includ­ 
ed children of the residents of Calla 
Hill and Poplar Street, as well as 
Dutch Hollow. 
Some citizens who 
attended school in the earlier days 
remember the thrill of spelling bees 
and reading contests and can recall
